This  office  has  been  retained  by  Mrs.  Anna 
Zytkiewicz,  Father  Cyril  M.  Kita,  and  Mary  Kita,  to 
care  for  their  interests  in  the  matter  of  Mrs.  Anna 
Zytkiewicz* s  attempts  to  secure  transportation  for  her 
son  from  Germany.

Your  contract 
was  with  Mr 8.  Zytkiewicz  alone,  and  she  paid  you  the  sum 
of  $50.00  for  services,  and,  _in  addit iQn.  has  tendered 
you  another  additional  twenty-five  dollars,  which  sum  was 
tendered  to  you  in  payment  of  whatever  efforts  or  monies 
you  expended  in  the  matter. 

Mrs.  Zytkiewicz  has  demanded  of  you  that  you 
return  the  two  sums  deposited  with  you,  one,  a  check  in 
the  sum  of  $900*00.  and  two,  $1000.00  in  cash.  This  you 
have  refused  to  do  despite  the  fact  that  you  are,  under  the 
law,  bound  to  do  so.  You  are  not  entitled  to  any  lien  on 
either  of  the  sum  involved. 

I  am,  therefore,  herewith  making  formal  demand 
upon  you  for  return  of  the  check  given  by  Father  Cyril  M. 
Kita,  and  the  thousand  dollars  belonging  to  Mary  Kita.  If 
they  are  not  released  immediately  I  shall  take  whatever  steps 
I  deem  necessary  or  expedient  with  the  proper  authorities.

I  do  not  want  any  further  fabrications  given  in 
the  matter.  I  have  investigated  the  matter  of  your  claim  that 
you  purchased  the  tickets  from  the  American  Export  Lines,  Inc., 
and  that  this  steamship  line  charged  you  a  cancellation  fee 
of  $>26.00  per  ticket,  and  I  have  a  letter  from  that  company 
saying  that  no  passage  was  ever  effected  for  Dr.  Zytkiewicz, 
and  that,  in  fact,  they  had  never  been  approached  by  you  or 
by  anyone  acting  on  your  behalf  for  such  passage.  Further 
inquiry  has  been  made  by  me  with  regard  to  the  possibility 
of  your  acting  with  any  travel  agent  with  a  view  of  effecting 
such  passage,  and  I  can  find  no  trace  of  such  negotiations. 

You  will  forward  to  me  as  attorney  for  Mrs.  Anna 
Zytkiewicz  the  aforementioned  sums  so  that  she  may  return  them 
to  their  proper  owners.  You  were  aware  that  those  sums  did 
not  belong  to  Mrs.  Zytkiewicz,  but  were  aware  that  they  did 
belong  to  Father  and  Mary  Kita. 

This  will  be  the  last  demand  made  upon  you,  and 
I  shall  expect  to  hear  from  you  not  later  than  Tuesday  next.

Dear  Mr*  Furtek j 

Confirming  our  telephone  conversation  of  yesterday,  I  am 
sorry  that  you  are  forcing  me  to  take  a  position  in  the  matter  which 
I  would  have  liked  to  avoid,  desiring  to  settle  our  differences  in 
an  amicable  manner. 

The  fact  remains,  however,  that  you  advertised  you  could  bring 
people  into  this  country  for  $10.  I  am  writing  to  the  Amerika-Echo 
for  an  issue  of  the  paper  in  which  this  advertisement  appeared. 

In  all  good  faith  I  brought  to  you  my  problem  of  getting  my 
son.  Dr.  Zytkiewicz  and  his  family  to  this  country,  in  March,  1941. 

Since  that  time  I  gave  you  a  total  of  $1900.  consisting  of 
$1000.  from  my  niece,  Mary  Kita,  and  a  check  for  $900.  from  my  brother. 
Rev.  Cyril  M.  Kita.  You  accepted  this  money  and  promised  a  total  refund 
in  the  event  that  passage  for  my  son  could  not  be  effected. 

I  expected  to  pay  you  a  reasonable  sum  for  services  in 
connection  with  this  matter  and  to  date  I  have  paid  you  $50.00, 
for  $29.  of  which  you  have  an  itemized  statement  showing  legitimate 
charges  and  expenses. 

When  my  daughter  and  her  husband,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  E.  Vautrain 
called  on  you  December  1  and  asked  reimbursement  of  Miss  Mary  Kita’s 
$1000.  you  refunded  only  $950.  of  this  amount.  This  was  against  my 
wishes  and  those  of  Mary  Kita  who  is  entitled  to  full  refund.  On  Dec.  1 

you  told  my  daughter  and  her  husband  that  the  American  Export  Line 

charged  a  cancellation  fee  of  $26.  per  ticket  and  since,  as  you  claimed 
you  paid  for  five  tickets,  the  fee  due  you  was  $130.00.  You  further 
stated  to  my  daughtern,  when  she  objected  to  this  exorbitant  fee,  that 
you  would  deduct  your  commission  of  $5  per  ticket,  leaving  a  cancellation 
fee  of  $21.  per  ticket  or  $105.  due  you. 

I  wrote  to  the  American  Export  Lines,  Inc.  to  ascertain  if 
my  instructions  to  you  were  followed  and  I  learned  to  my  great  amazement 
that  you  DID  NOT  make  any  prepayment  for  passage  for  my  son  and  his 

family.  I  quote  in  part  from  letter  received  from  the  American  Export 

Lines  in  December: 


Mr.  Felix  Furtek 


January  8,  1942 
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"Upon  checking  our  files  we  cannot  find  that  Mr.  Felix  Furtek, 

Chicopee,  Mass#  has  ever  approached  us  with  regard  to  passage 
for  Dr.  John  M.  Zytkiewicz,  Our  records  do  not  indicate  that  a 
prepaid  passage  arrangement  was  ever  effected  for  Dr.  Zytkiewicz*" 

When  my  daughter  and  son,  Fred  Zytkiewicz,  called  on  you 
a  week  ago,  you  again  reiterated  that  our  instructions  as  to 
reservations  and  prepayment  of  passage  with  the  American  Export  Line 
had  been  effected  and  you  were  entitled  to  your  fee.  My  daughter 
looked  through  your  correspondence  folder  but  there  was  no  confirming 
letter  to  the  American  Export  Line  to  this  effect. 

Furthermore,  you  refused  to  reimburse  my  brother.  Rev.  Cyril  M. 
Kit a  for  the  full  $900.  for  which  he  holds  a  receipt. 

Not  only  have  you  refused  to  carry  out  our  instructions  but 
now  want  to  deduct  a  false  cancellation  charge  from  my  brother’s 
deposit  of  $900. 

I  am  prepared  to  take  this  case  up  in  court,  Mr.  Furtek, 
unless  you  reimburse  my  brother.  Rev.  Kita,  the  $900  in  full  and 
also  reimburse  my  niece.  Miss  Mary  Kita,  the  $50,  which  you  deducted 
from  amount  due  her. 

I  have  paid  you  $50.  to  date  and  am  willing  to  pay  you  $25 
in  addition  for  services  rendered  but  under  no  circumstances  will  I 
agree  to  your  deducting  any  sum  from  the  checks  of  the  two  relatives 
who  expect  full  reimbursement* 

Never  at  any  time  have  you  called  me  up  and  stated  it  was 
necessary  for  you  to  make  a  special  trip  in  connection  with  my  son’s 
case.  You  would  simply  say  that  you  happened  to  have  business  in 
Boston  or  New  York  and  while  there,  would  drop  into  someone’s  office 
to  see  if  you  could  help  us  and  do  something  to  bring  my  son  over  here. 

I  am  not  blaming  you  for  not  getting  him  over  here  but  I  do  charge  that 
never  at  any  time  did  you  inform  me  or  my  daughter  that  in  the  event 
that  my  son  could  not  get  here,  there  would  be  a  cancellation  charge  of 
$26*  per  ticket t  Furthermore,  you  didn’t  even  make  any  such  reservations 
as  you  claim  and  I  am  prepared  to  prove  it  in  court  if  necessary* 

I  shall  await  full  reimbursement  of  $900.  to  Rev.  Cyril  M.  Kita, 
$50.  to  Mary  Kita  and  an  itemized  statement  of  your  services*

Gentlemen : 

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  May  29th  requesting  information  about  our 
transatlantic  service  in  connection  with  bringing  a  party  of  six  from 
Lisbon  to  New  York,  the  situation  with  respect  to  westbound  transatlan¬ 
tic  transportation  over  our  line  is  as  follows. 

If  the  prospective  passengers  are  already  in  Portugal,  we  can  accept 
prepayment  of  the  fares,  but  we  would  prefer  not  to  do  so  as  additional 
bookings  would  only  increase  the  congestion  already  prevailing  at  Lis¬ 
bon  and  no  space  could  be  cleared  for  six  or  seven  months  at  the  ear¬ 
liest.  Besides  the  above  difficulty,  if  the  travelers  are  citizens  of 
Germany  or  Italy,  or  of  other  countries  under  Axis  domination  which 
covers  most  of  Europe,  we  think  an  attempt  to  make  such  arrangements 
rather  futile,  as  the  odds  are  heavily  against  their  being  able  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  British  visa  necessary  for  the  intransit  stop  at  Bermuda  under 
our  present  effective  westbound  operating  schedule. 

If  the  applicants  for  passage  residing  outside  of  Portugal,  unless  they 
are  of  U.S.,  British,  Spanish  or  Brazilian  nationality,  they  cannot  ob¬ 
tain  a  Portuguese  visa  for  transit  through  the  country  to  connect  with 
our  service.  Consequently  we  will  not  accept  prepaid  transportation  for 
any  aliens  in  this  category.  In  the  case  of  prospective  travelers  from 
the  British  Isles,  no  passage  will  be  accepted  regardless  of  nationality 
unless  the  applicant  is  in  possession  of  a  British  Priority  Order  for 
passage  over  British  Overseas  Airways  to  Lisbon. 

We  wish  to  mention  that  even  if  the  prospective  passengers  which  you 
have  in  mind  are  eligible  for  carriage  in  accordance  with  the  above  sti¬ 
pulations,  it  is  doubtful  that  accommodations  would  be  available  for  se¬ 
veral  months.  For  your  information,  we  are  now  operating  three  trips  week¬ 
ly  leaving  Lisbon  Monday,  Thursday  and  Saturday  9:00  A.  M.,  arriving  New 
York  Tuesday,  Friday  and  Sunday  respectively  at  1:45  P.  M.,  with  a  stop 
at  Bermuda  at  9;00  A.M.  on  the  second  morning.  The  westbound  fare  is 
$ 525. 00  for  each  adult  passenger  and  one-half  fare  for  children  between 
two  and  twelve  years  of  age.  A  child  under  two  carried  in  arms  travels  free. 

We  hope  the  foregoing  may  be  of  assistance  and  await  your  further  word 
regarding  this  matter.

Well,  finally  the  good  news  camel  Your  letter  mailed  March  18 
made  a  record  jump.  Mf*.  Furtek1 s  letter  did  even  better  -  mailed 
March  21  received  here  April  12th! 

As  I  already  wrote  you,  when  Furtek’ s  radio  message  was  delivered 
to  us  March  21,  we. were  hilarious  with  joy  and  I  sat  down 
immediately  to  write  two  letters  -  one  to  you  to  inform  Mr.  Eurtek 
that  I  have  funds  for  transportation  to  Lisbon  but  in  German  marks, 
the  other  to  Berlin  for  information  to  see  if  the  Consulate  received 
new  affidavits  to  ascertain  how  we  were  to  travel  to  Lisbon,  etc. 

Not  having  had  a  reply  for  about  three  weeks,  I  sent  another  letter 
to  the  American  Consulate  in  Berlin  on  April  11,  requesting  them 
to  answer  my  letter  of  March  21  concerning  Mr.  Furtek* s  wire  and 
other  information  relative  to  my  Visa  Numbers  28202  -  28206 
inclusive  issued  in  Warsaw  early  in  1959.  I  was  getting  furious 
with  time  elapsing.  May  near  at  hand  and  no  concrete  news  from 
Berlin.  You  must  know  that  I  cannot  do  a  thing  unless  the  Berlin 
Consulate  gives  me  the  proper  documents;  with  ihsixjbcEsamjaixdHXxx 
idaingximigxyxfrbrgr xBarw  iiw  xSom x a iarfcflryg-frra-sr  them  I  can  apply  for  permit 
to  leave  Germany  and  I  am  told  that  some  people  have  to  wait  several 
weeks  before  securing  same  and  I  fear  that  if  the  American  Consulate 
doesn*t  hurry  up  and  breach  of  relations  develops,  then  of  course, 

I1 11  never  have  a  chance  to  get  back! 

Two  days  ago  I  received  Mr.  Furtek* s  registered  letter  in  which 
he  states  "niech  doktor  napisze  i  o  tern  czy  wizy  Amerykanskie  ma 
doktor  zapewnione  w  Ambasadzie  Amerykanskie j  w  Berlinie.”  It  would 
have  been  simpler  and  it  would  have  saved  several  weeks’  time  if 
Mr.  Furtek  sent  the  March  20  radio  message  directly  to  the  Consulate 
in  Berlin  demanding  information  relative  to  the  visas! 

In  another  letter  to  the  Consulate  I  suggested  that  the  Consul  wire 
Mr.  Eurtek  at  my  expense  to  hasten  the  settlement  of  formalities. 

The  police  here  will  not  grant  me  a  permit  to  leave  Poznan  to  visit 
the  Berlin  Consulate  without  a  request  from  the  Consul.  I  waited 
two  months  before  I  got  a  permit  to  visit  the  Consulate  last 
December  16  and  17  when  Halina  applied  for  an  American  passport. 

I  repeat  this  because  I  want  you  to  know  that  I  would  prefer  to  go 
to  Berlin  personally  than  to  wait  weeks  on  end  before  the  Consulate 
decides  to  answer  my  lettersl. 

I  wrote  a  letter  to  the  American  Express  Company  in  Berlin  (unter 
den  Linden  73)  having  caught  their  address  from  a  letter  shown  to  me 
by  an  American.  I  asked  the  American  Express  Company  to  give  me 
full  information  in  regarding  to  certain  details  of  travel  which 
were  not  clear  in  their  letter.  Most  important  of  all  I  asked 
them  to  call  on  the  Consul  on  my  behalf,  to  settle  all  the  forma¬ 
lities  concerning  transit  visas,  in  short,  to  act  as  my  spokesman 
for  whatever  fee  is  required ;  to  wire  Mr.  Furtek  and  the  State 
Department  if  the  Consul  has  not  already  done  so,  etc.  etc.  I 
could  do  no  more!  Now  I  must  patiently  await  word  from  the  Consulate 
(no  answer  to  date  to  my  two  letters  since  March  21) •

The  information  embodied  in  the  letter  of  Nov.  12,  1940,  shown  me 
by  the  above  mentioned  American  amounts  to  this: 

Railroad  fare  from  Berlin  to  Geneva  -  75  marks 
Geneva  to  Cerebire  by  bus  30  dollars 
Cerebera  to  Lisbon  30  dollars. 

Busses  leave  Geneva  once  a  week  at  6  A.M.  and  reach  the  Spanish 
frontier  the  following  afternoon. 

Swiss  transit  visa  25  marks.  You  apply  8  days  in  advance  in  Berlin. 

The  French  transit  visa  of  $5  and  Spanish  and  Portugese  visas  of 
25  marks  each  can  be  secured  in  Geneva. 

By  air  -  Berlin  to  Barcelona  -  205  marks  per  person. 

Barcelona  to  Lisbon  30  dollars  by  rail. 

To  travel  by  air  one  must  apply  for  reservations  three  weeks  in 
advance  and  only  60  pounds  of  baggage  per  person  allowed. 

(15  kilograms  xfc  with  fare  and  15  kg.  at  2.70  marks  per  kilogram) 

Air  freight  (100x50x50  cm)  at  5  marks  per  k.g. 

Booking  charges  50  marks  and  expenses  charged  by  American  E  xpress  Co. 
agent. 

This  information  may  help  Mr.  Furtek  in  attending  to  his  future  clients. 

The  American  Export  Lineships  leave  once  per  week  from  Lisbon  at  $350. 
first  class  per  person.  Barbara  is  only  9  (l/2  fare)  and  Eva  Marie 
is  only  2  (I  suppose  she  ought  to  go  for  baby  charge  or  some  nominal  feej 
4  l/2  fares  and  baby. 

The  Companline  Transatlantics  Espagnola  leaves  Lisbon  each  month  via 
Cuba  to  New  York.  For  tourists  $184. 80(b)  -  Tourists  (a)  $252.00 

I  believe  I  can  manage  the  fare  to  Lisbon  all  right.  As  soon  as  I 
get  a  permit  to  leave  Germany  I  can  apply  to  the  Davisentselle  for 
permission  to  pay  my  fare  in  marks.  The  above  information  is  from 
the  American  Express  Company  of  Berlin  and  relates  to  American 
citizens  and  I  suppose  they  presume  that  Americans  have  dollars. 

Therefore they  quote  transit  from  Geneva  in  dollars.  If  marks  do  not 
get  me  to  Lisbon  but  only  to  Geneva,  IT11  ask  the  Consul  to  advance 
my  fare  and  then  we  can  telegraph  the  money  back,  so  you  need  not 
send  any  money  at  all. 

You  state  that  I  will  receive  notification  from  the  American  Export  Line 
that  passage  has  been  arranged.  I  presume  you  mean  Mr.  Furtek1 s  recent 
letter  or  will  there  be  a  special  notification  from  the  Lisbon  office 
of  the  American  Export  Line?  Please  get  in  touch  with  Mr.  Furtek  and 
make sure  he  received  my  letter  of  April  12th. 

Tomorrow  1*11  be  writing  to  the  Consul  for  the  third  time  -  I  cannot 
understand  their  dead  silence!  It  took  the  American  Consulate  In  Warsaw 
over  a  year  to  register  me  (Nov.  11,  1937) ;  now  it  is  taking  the  American 
Consul  in  Berlin  months  and  months  to  act  on  my  visa  Nos.  28202-28206 
inclusive!  It  is  a  wonderful  speedy  way  of  aiding  a  man  who  was  a 
citizen  by  birth  and  a  war  verean!  All  Polish  citizens  of  German 
extraction  became  citizens  of  the  Reich  overnight  and  United  States 
helps  her  former  citizens  by  sticking  to  the  letter  of  the  statute, 
at  the  same  time  allowing  hundreds  of  Jews  and  others  into  the  country 
without  this  red  tape!

This  is  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  March  18th  addressed  to  our  Foreign 
Remittance  Department,  with  which  you  included  a  cable  you  wished  sent  to  Dr. 
Jan.  M.  Zytkiewicz,  18-20  Sauerlandstrasse  W.  5,  Posen,  Germany,  Europe. 

You  did  not  indicate  the  class  of  cable  service  you  desired  and  since 
it  was  assumed  that  delivery  the  following  day  would  be  satisfactory  for  your 
purpose,  we  transmitted  it  as  a  night  letter,  which  is  the  lowest  cable  rate 
available.  This  cable  should  not  have  been  mailed  to  New  York  but  should  have 
been  filed  with  our  office  at  Springfield,  Mass.  However,  in  order  to  avoid 
any  delay  we  arranged  to  forward  it  on  to  Posen,  showing  Chicopee  as  the  point 
of  origin,  which  we  presuned  would  be  in  line  with  your  desires.  The  cable 
contained  40  words  and  the  charges  therefor  amount  to  $3.54,  plus  10£  Federal 
Tax  or  a  total  of  $3.44.  Will  you  kindly  mail  a  check  for  that  amount  to  the 
following: 

Postal  Telegraph-Cable  Company, 

Springfield,  Mass. 

Incidentally,  we  took  the  liberty  of  eliminating  the  letters  "ASSE” 
from  the  street  address  in  Posen  when  transmitting  the  cable  forward.  The 
street  name  as  appearing  in  your  cable  contained  16  letters  and  therefore  under 
the  cable  regulations  it  would  be  counted  as  two  words.  Inasmuch  as  ”STRn  is 
a  common  and  well  known  abbreviation  for  nSTRASSEn  we  assumed  you  would  want 
us  to  make  that  change  and  we  made  it  read  nSAUERLAHDSTR,,. 

As  to  your  suggestion  that  we  allow  you  a  commission  on  this  cable: 

As  you  know,  we  operate  under  strict  Federal  supervision  and  since  the  parti¬ 
cular  cable  was  sent  in  your  own  name  it  would  be  illegal  for  us  to  pay  you 
a  commission  thereon.  By  allowing  you  a  commission  we  might  be  construed  to 
be  guilty  of  rebate,  thus  subjecting  both  you  and  ourselves  to  possible  prose¬ 
cution.  Of  course,  we  would  have  no  objection  whatever  to  paying  you  com¬ 
missions  for  any  messages,  both  domestic  and  foreign,  which  you  might  accept 
from  the  general  public  in  Chicopee  under  an  agency  arrangement  with  us.  With 
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that  thought  in  mind  and  so  that  he  can  be  familiar  with  these  developments, 

I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  our  Manager  at  Springfield,  with  a 
suggestion  that  he  call  upon  you  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  possible 
agency  arrangement  and  to  see  what  might  be  done  to  give  you  the  best  possible 
telegraph  service.

Dear  Mr.  Furtek:  Re:  Prepaid  situation. 


I  am  pleased  to  reply  to  your  letter  of  yesterday  with  a 
few  pertinent  remarks  about  the  prepaid  situation  as  it  stands  at  present. 

Frankly,  I  think  we  are  out  of  the  market  for  some  time  to 
come.  The  last  prepeids  we  sold  before  we  stopped  sales  on  Mar.  14th  have 
now  received  assignments  on  the  Feb.  27th,  1942  sailing  from  Lisbon  wnich 
means  that  we  are  booked  up  full  for  eleven  months  to  come.  Regarding  our 
air  line  from  Lisbon,  I  don’t  believe  that  anything  can  be  planned  on  this 
as  I  understand  that  we  shall  not  be  making  passenger  flights  before  November 
of  this  year  and  these  early  flights  will  ail  be  taken  up  by  Government  officials 
and  company  men  of  one  kind  and  another.  So  it  looks  as  though  you  had  better 
return  any  funds  rather  than  save  them  for  us. 

With  regards  to  booking  prepaids  for  the  several  Portugese  and 
Spanish  lines  from  Lisbon,  this  is  a  very  difficult  proposition  and  not  at  ail 
sure  to  be  successful.  Some  of  the  larger  agencies  are  having  a  degree  of 
success  but  it  is  very  much  hit-or-miss.  American  Express  Co.  have  an  office 
in  Lisbon  and  are  doing  some  business;  University  Travel,  C.d.  in  Cambridge  have 
an  agent  in  Lisbon  with  whom  they  are  working  ana  they  have  managed  to  book  a 
fdw  tickets.  However,  tickets  for  these  lines  must  all  be  paid  for  on  the 
other  side  and  it  means  that  no  commission  is  coming  to  agents  on  this  end. 
Therefore,  the  agencies  here  must  make  a  good  service  charge  of  $50.00  or 
$100.00  over  the  fare  to  insure  that  they  got  something  for  their  trouble. 
Furthermore,  the  people  buying  these  prepaids  must  know  that  they  stand  to 
lose  a  great  part£  it  not  all  the  money  paid  in,  in  case  of  cancellation  or 
non-use  of  the  tickets  as  it  is  questionable  if  refund  can  be  secured  from 
these  companies  once  the  money  is  sent  over  there.  In  the  case  of  German  jews 
now  in  Germany,  the  Hapag-Lloyd  organization  here  is  collecting  money  for 
prepaids  and  arranging  for  tickets  through  their  offices  abroad  on  the  same 
basis.  Possibly  you  might  secure  some  information  from  them  in  New  York  if 
you  have  any  prepaid  prospects  of  this  category. 

For  your  further  information,  I  would  like  to  quote  you  from 
a  letter  received  from  Lisbon  describing  the  situation,  this  letter  dated 
Mar.  22nd  from  Lisbon:- 
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"Considerable  space  is  tied  up  on  the  Portugese  snips  with 
allottments  given,  Joint,  Hicem,  and  few  of  the  other  leading  European 
travel  offices.  Nevertheless,  passengers  arriving  in  Lisbon  without  a 
booking  are  able  to  obtain  tickets  through  waiters  in  cafes,  runners  in  the 
streets,  and  some  of  the  small  emigration  agents  upon  payment  of  premiums 
from  $40.00  to  several  hundred  per  person.  Strange  to  say,  nothing  is 
being  done  to  stop  this  and  it  is  getting  worse  from  day  to  day." 

From  the  above  you  will  gather  some  idea  of  the  difficulties  or 
securing  passages  on  the  Portugese  and  Spanish  lines  and  why  some  sort  of 
representation  on  the  other  side  is  necessary.  Also  why  it  is  necessary 
to  collect  sums  like  $ 100. 00  over  the  regular  prices  to  pay  the  various 
forms  of  graft  necessary  to  secure  these  reservations.  Actually  the  agent 
here  has  very  little  to  show  for  his  work  after  spending  large  amounts  for 
cables  and  the  premiums. 

If  you  have  purchasers  who  are  anxious  to  prepay  passages  no  matter 
what  the  cost,  I  would  suggest  that  you  turn  your  business  over  to  one  of 
the  agencies  mentioned  above,  collecting  an  extra  amount  from  your  client 
over  their  charges  of  say  §25.00  per  passenger  to  cover  your  own  interests. 

I  hope  that  this  gives  you  a  fairly  complete  picture  of  the  situation 
and  enables  you  to  plan  accordingly.  Let  me  know  if  we  can  be  of  further 
assistance  in  any  way.

When  the  purchaser  can  show  us  such  a  letter  from  Washington 
confirming  that  visa  issuance  has  been  recommended,  then  we  can  sell 
tickets  and  forward  to  Lisbon. 

In  the  matter  of  refunding  unused  prepaids,  we  do  not  make  any 
set  charge  for  cancellation.  As  you  know,  $11,00  cable  expenses  is  collected 
originally  and  this  is  forfeit.  If  our  actual  expenses  runs  over  this 
amount,  the  balance  is  deducted  at  time  of  refund.

My  dear  Mr*  Treadway: 

I  refer  to  your  letter  of  March  6,  1S41  with  which 
you  transmitted  the  enclosed  communication  from  Mrs*  R.  S. 
Vautrain  in  further  reference  to  the  case  of  her  brother. 
Dr.  Jan  (John)  M.  Zytkiewicz,  who  is  desirous  of  return¬ 
ing  to  the  United  States  with  his  family. 

The  telegraphic  report  requested  on  this  case  from 
our  Embassy  at  Berlin  has  now  been  received  and  indicates 
that  the  evidence  of  support  now  on  file  at  the  Embassy 
is  insufficient  to  establish  the  admissibility  of 
Dr.  Zytkiewicz,  his  wife,  and  their  three  alien  daughters. 
It  is  pointed  out  that,  including  their  American  citizen 
daughter,  there  will  be  six  members  of  the  Zytkiewicz 
family  dependent  upon  their  relatives  in  the  United  States 
for  support*  The  evidence  submitted  in  May  1940  by 

Dr.  Zytkiewicz1 s

House  of  Representatives. 
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Dr.  Zytkiewicz 'a  brother  and  his  wife,  also  his  sister 
and  her  husband,  shows  modest  earnings  but  very  small 
savings  and  resources.  An  affidavit  executed  on 
May  22,  1940  by  Stanlslaw  Zytkiewicz,  the  father  of 
Dr.  Zytkiewicz,  shows  that  he  was  then  receiving  '$15  a 
week  unemployment  compensation. w 

In  view  of  the  facts  above  recited,  the  Embassy 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  evidence  available  failed 
to  establish  that  Dr.  Zytkiewicz  and  the  members  of  his 
family  would  have  a  continuing  source  of  maintenance  in 
the  United  States. 

It  is  added  in  the  report  that  it  is  doubtful 
whether  Dr.  Zytkiewicz  and  the  alien  members  of  his 
family  will  be  able  to  travel,  Thi3,  of  course,  is  a 
matter  resting  entirely  with  the  competent  local 
authorities. 

I  may  mention  that  Mrs.  Vautrain  recently  communicated 
with  the  Department  concerning  her  brother’s  case  and 
forwarded  new  affidavits  which  she  asked  be  sent  to  the 
Embassy  at  Berlin  via  the  Department's  official  pouch. 

The  documents  were  promptly  placed  in  the  Department's 
sea  mail  pouch  for  transmission  to  the  Embassy  and  will 
probably  reach  that  office  within  the  next  several  weeks. 
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Assurance  13  given  that  the  appropriate  officer  will 
examine  the  evidence  carefully  with  a  view  to  ascertain¬ 
ing  the  admissibility  of  the  applicants  with  respect 
to  the  public  charge  feature  of  the  law.

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION  REGARDING  EVIDENCE  ESSENTIAL  IN  CONNECTION 

WITH  IMMIGRATION 

All  statements  and  evidence  in  respect  to  assured  means  of 
support  in  the  United  States  are  given  consideration  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  immigration  visa  applications.  However,  the  Consular 
Section  of  the  Embassy  is  not  authorized  to  prescribe  to  immi¬ 
grants  the  specific  type  of  evidence  which  should  be  presented. 
Essential  in  this  connection  are  statements  regarding  own  personal 
means  which  would  be  available  to  immigrants  upon  arrival  in  the 
United  States  as  well  as  evidence  of  support  from  relatives  there. 
Statements  regarding  cash  resources,  personal  assets,  income, 
salary,  etc.,  can  only  be  taken  into  consideration  if  they  are 
accompanied  by  corroborative  evidence.  The  evidence  presented 
should  be  clear  and  distinct  as  far  as  contents  and  form  is  con¬ 
cerned. 

RELATIVES  RESIDING  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  AND  DESIROUS  OF 
ASSISTING  IMMIGRANTS  may  submit  affidavits  of  support  in  this 
connection,  setting  forth  therein  their  financial  position  and 
their  intention  to  support  the  immigrant.  In  addition  to  de¬ 
tailed  statements  regarding  the  financial  position,  affidavits 
should  contain  the  following  information  regarding  the  affiant: 

Birth  place  and  birth  date;  whether  affiant  is  an 
American  citizen;  if  a  legal  resident  of  the  United 
States  for  permanent  residence,  informs tion  as  to 
when  and  where  the  immigration  visa  was  obtained; 
whether  married  and  number  and  ages  of  children; 
number  of  dependents;  if  income  tax  is  paid  in  the 
United  States  (and  if  so,  where);  relationship 
to  applicant  -  whether  bloof-relation  or  by  mar¬ 
riage  -,  explaining  in  detail  the  degree  of  rela¬ 
tionship  and  giving  the  names  of  the  persons 
through  whom  relationship  is  obtained  -  in  some 
cases  it  is  helpful  if  the  relationship  is  evi¬ 
denced  by  documents  in  this  respect;  whether  af¬ 
fiant  has,  in  the  oast,  been  supporting  the  immi¬ 
grant,  and  if  so,  In  what  amount. 

FURTHERMORE  the  affiant  should  submit  together  with  the  affi¬ 
davit  corroborative  evidence  regarding  the  statements  made  in 
the  affidavit  in  respect  to  his  financial  position,  and  in  this 
connection  the  following  may  be  of  assistance; 

If  employed,  sworn  statements  from  employer  stating 
salary,  permanency,  and  length  of  time  of  employ¬ 
ment;  sworn  statements  from  banks  regarding  the 
amount  on  deposit,  when  "Che  account  was  opened,  and 
whether  built  up  by  a  lump  sum  deposit  or  by 
gradual  deposits  over  a  period  of  time;  letters 
from  banks  or  reliable  stock  brokers  regarding 
stocks  and  bonds  owned;  letters  from  insurance 
companies  showing  the  face  value  of  life  insur¬ 
ance  and  the  cash  surrender  value  thereof;  reports 
from  credit  reporting  agencies,  such  as  Dun  & 

Bradstreet,  regarding  business  owned;  certified 
or  photostat  copies  of  Federal  income  tax  returns 
or  tax  receipts  regarding  income  tax  paid;  tax 
receipts  showing  the  name  of  the  owner  of  real 
estate  and  the  assessed  valuation  thereof.

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The  affiant  should  not  send  evidence  the  return  of  which 
he  may  desire  but  should  preferably  send  photostat  or  certified 
copies . 

Inasmuch  as  an  immigrant  may  not  expect  to  receive  permanent 
support  from  persons  not  closely  related  (husbands,  parents, 
grandparents,  children  and  brothers  and  sisters  being  understood 
as  close  relatives) ,  it  is  suggested  that  such  not  closely 
related  persons  submit  evidence  setting  forth  the  manner  in 
which  they  desire  to  support  the  immigrants  and  the  reasons  for 
their  willingness  to  do  so. 

When  affiants  are  not  related  to  the  persons  whose  entry 
into  the  United  States  they  are  sponsoring  and  when  there  are 
not  advanced  impelling  reasons  for  the  assumption  by  such 
affiants  of  the  obligation  of  supporting  aliens  in  the  United 
States,  it  has  been  found  that  the  cases  of  applicants  for  immi¬ 
gration  visas  are  considerably  strengthened  when  the  affiants 
care  to  establish  in  their  favor  an  irrevocable  credit,  in  an 
American  bank,  with  provision  for  payments  to  the  aliens  monthly 
or  quarterly  for  a  reasonable  period  subsequent  to  their  ad¬ 
mittance  to  the  United  States  for  permanent  residence.

Applicants  for  American  Visas  are  required  to  submit  Affidavits  of  Support  furnished  by  relatives  or 
friends  in  the  United  States  to  the  appropriate  American  Consuls.  In  these  Affidavits  the  American  relatives 
or  friends  assume  complete  responsibility  for  the  support  of  the  prospective  immigrants  and  are  required  to 
corroborate  their  statements  with  proof  of  their  financial  responsibility  as  follows: 


DOCUMENTS  REQUIRED  TO  SUPPLEMENT  AFFIDAVITS  OF  SUPPORT 

PROOF  OF  INCOME  If  employed,  a  notarized  certificate  from  the  employer  in  which  the  nature  of 

FROM  BUSINESS  OR  SALARY  the  work  and  length  of  employment  is  indicated.  This  statement,  on  the 
(item  s  on  Affidavit)  business  stationery  of  the  employer  must  show  salary  received. 

A  Dun  and  Bradstreet  report  if  the  deponent  is  in  business,  or  income  may  also 
be  certified  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant,  whose  statement  must  indicate 
assets,  liabilities  and  income.

This  form  must  be  executed  in  duplicate  and  witnessed  by  two  American  citizens  and  then  forwarded  to 
the  Commissioner  General  of  Immigration  and  Naturalization,  Washington,  D.  C.  Approval  of  this  petition  will  grant  privileged 
classification  as  follows: 

NON-QUOTA  IMMIGRANTS — The  wife,  unmarried  children  under  21  years  of  age,  and  husband  (where  marriage  has  occurred  prior 
to  July  1,  1932)  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

QUOTA-PREFERENCE  IMMIGRANTS — The  father  and  mother  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  is  21  years  of  age  or  over,  and 
the  husband  of  a  citizen  of  any  age  (where  marriage  has  occurred  subsequent  to  June  30,  1932). 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


SUPPLEMENTARY  AFFIDAVITS  Certain  Consuls  in  most  cases  now  require  supplementary  affidavits  in  which  the  deponent  is 

required  to  itemize  his  monthly  expenditures,  indicating  what  portion  of  the  net  remainder  he 
is  willing  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of  the  immigrant,  the  length  of  time  he  is  willing 
to  assume  this  responsibility  and  the  reasons  that  prompt  him  to  undertake  such  obligation. 

PROOF  OF  RELATIONSHIP  This  is  often  required  by  certain  Consuls  and  may  be  established  by  the  submission  of  the  birth 

and  marriage  certificates  of  the  deponent. 


ADDITIONAL  AFFIDAVITS  When  it  is  evident  that  the  financial  resources  of  one  relative  (or  friend)  are  not  sufficient  to 

merit  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  American  Consul,  the  submission  of  additional  similar 
affidavits  by  other  relatives,  is  often  very  helpful.

QUOTA-PREFERENCE  IMMIGRANTS — The  father  and  mother  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  is  21  years  of  age  or  over,  and 
the  husband  of  a  citizen  of  any  age  (where  marriage  has  occurred  subsequent  to  June  30,  1932). 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

SUPPLEMENTARY  AFFIDAVITS  Certain  Consuls  in  most  cases  now  require  supplementary  affidavits  in  which  the  deponent  is 

required  to  itemize  his  monthly  expenditures,  indicating  what  portion  of  the  net  remainder  he 
is  willing  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of  the  immigrant,  the  length  of  time  he  is  willing 
to  assume  this  responsibility  and  the  reasons  that  prompt  him  to  undertake  such  obligation. 


PROOF  OF  RELATIONSHIP  This  is  often  required  by  certain  Consuls  and  may  be  established  by  the  submission  of  the  birth 

and  marriage  certificates  of  the  deponent. 

ADDITIONAL  AFFIDAVITS  When  it  is  evident  that  the  financial  resources  of  one  relative  (or  friend)  are  not  sufficient  to 

merit  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  American  Consul,  the  submission  of  additional  similar 
affidavits  by  other  relatives,  is  often  very  helpful.

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  June  4,  in  regard  to  the  above- 
named.  We  have  been  informed  by  our  Boston  office  that  the  Central 
Committee  in  Chicago  will  pay  Mrs.  Pawliszak1 3  passage,  but  have  not 
yet  received  the  funds,  tfe  have  made  arrangement s ,  however,  for  one 
passage  for  the  Pawliszak’ s  in  place  of  the  Pienkowski’s  booked  pas¬ 
sage  which  Mr,  Stonina  had  paid,  and  I  hope  that  we  shall  receive  the 
money  for  her  passage  shortly  and  then  that  both  can  go. 

In  regard  to  the  Zvtkiewicz  family,  I  am  cabling  our  Boston 
office  to-day  asking  them  to  advise  you  to  send  the  money  on  here.  I 
am  not  in  the  slightest  degree  optimistic  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
procure  passages  here  for  so  many  people,  but  we  have  a  remote  possi¬ 
bility  for  the  first  of  August,  and  I  should  like  to  have  the  money  in 
hand  so  that,  if  this  possibility  develops  within  the  next  two  weeks, 

I  can  pay  the  cash  down  and  secure  the  places. 

Of  course,  if  we  can't  get  the  places,  we  shall  return  the 
money,  less  whatever  we  lose  in  exchange,  but  we  shall  do  the  best 
we  can.  I  am  also  a  bit  questioning  whether  they  can  actually  leave 
Germany  ,  but  I  am  getting  in  touch  with  them  at  once  and  trying  to  find 
out  just  what  7he  situation  is. 

I  appreciate  very  muoh  what  you  and  your  group  in  Chicopee 
have  done;  I  wish  every  other  group  of  Poles  and  friends  of  Poland  in 
America  had  done  as  well.  I  am  still  waiting  for  money  from  the 
Central  Polish  Council  for  150  Poles  who  have  Canadian  visas  and  who 
must  leave  here  very  soon.

He  had  just  heard  that  the 
American  Consuls  were  to  leave  the  15th  July  and  was  doubtful  whether 
he  would  be  able  to  get  the  visa,  but  promised  to  let  us  know.  As  we 
have  heard  nothing  further  from  him,  we  very  much  fear  that  he  did  not 
receive  the  visa.

Since  the  departure  of  the  American  Consuls  there  is  no  ’way 
for  a  visa  to  be  delivered  to  anyone  living  in  Germany  or  German- control led 
territory;  moreover,  even  for  anyone  in  neutral  territory,  the  situation 
has  become  very  much  more  difficult.  As  you  doubtless  know,  it  is  now 
necessary  to  initiate  applications  for  an  American  visa  in  the  United 
States  and  the  procedure  is  slow  and  uncertain. 

I  am  writing  Dr.  Zytkiewicz  to  enquire  into  his  situation  and 
should  v/e  receive  a  favourable  reply  I  will  cable  you  at  once.  Under  the 
circumstances,  I  do  not  have  much  hope  of  this,  however. 

The  shipping  situation  is  less  difficult  than  it  was  and  if 
Dr.  Zytkiewicz  and"  his  family  were  able  to  get  out,  we  should  probably 
be  able  to  get  reservations  all  right.  The  fare  on  the  Spanish  line 
leaving  from  3eville  is  $406  oer  person  from  Seville  and  $356  from  Lis¬ 
bon;  there  is  only  one  class  and  the  accommodation  is  not  very  good.  On 
the  Portuguese  ships  the  fare  is  about  $300  per  person  in  che  lowest 
class,  the  accommodation  being  rather  better  than  on  the  Spanish  boats. 

The  fare  in  the  lowest  class  on  the  American  Export  Lines  is$315,  so 
that  it  is  actually  cheaper  than  the  Spanish  lines. 

Frankly,  I  do  not  think  you  would  be  justified  at  present  in 
advising  your  client  to  cable  the  money. 

Regretting  that  I  cannot  be  more  encouraging  and  assuring  you 
of  our  desire  to  do  everything  possible,
